Editor's Note — I ajn certainly proud 
of Cohasset, for two reason? — first, be- 
cause it went "Over the Top" and, sec- 
ond, because its committee was so 
thoroughly and systematically organ- 
ized. The first was the glorious result 
of the latter. 

In the recent campaign to secure 
10,000,000 new members of the Red 
Cross for the year 1918 the whole 
country was organied and, in this or- 
ganization, the town of Cohasset 



lccted their individual solicitors, who 
made a thorough canvass of specified 
territory. 

The result of the drive is as fol- 
lows: New members secured, 700; Co- 
hassefs 25 per cent quota, 587; ex- 
cess above quota, 20 per cent, 113. 

There were 20(5 members of the Red 
Cross before this cajrupa ; gn began. 
There are now 906 members — nearly 
39 per cent of the entire population. 
I regard this as a splendid exhibition 
of patriotism and pnhlic spirit, and I 
think every citizen in Cohasset should 
feel proud of it. 

In behalf of the Red Cross Society 
and personally I desire to extend 
thanks to every one who has partici- 
pated in bringing about this remark- 
arble result.

power plants within a few days. Eighty 
per cent, of our power will be shut off 
within a week if we do not get more 
coal. What we have on hand and in 
sight must he made to last aa long as 
possible. 

"We have contracts for six months' 
supply of coal, hut contracts are not 
coal, and . coal is necessary to create 
power. The mines say they have the 
coal, but we can't get it. Wo liave asked 
the United States authorities for help, 
and priority orders have been ohtained 
for a limited supply of coal, but th<> fed- 
eral authorities cannot and will not sup < 
ply coal for 100 per cent service. 

"Fuel Administrator Storrow is do- 
ing everything; that Jics within his 
power, hut he cannot supply all the 
coal we need. The facts have been 
reported to the puhlic service commis- 
sion, where we found that Mr. Stor- 
row had already been to explain the 
street railway situation fully and to 
reques tthe help of the commission in 
securing reductions in service. 

"Schedules for the reduced service 
are being prepared now. So far as pos- 
sihle the changes will not he made un- 
til seven days' notice has been given, 
as is customary. 

"I hope I may rely on the full sup- 
port of the traveling public in meeting 
this situation and in making our coal 
last as long as possible, in order to 
keep the service necessary in getting 
labor back and forth to necessary 
manufacturing plants."

CORN LEADS ALL THE REST 



Production of Grain and Other Farm 
Product* Far Exceed* Any Other 
Year In Hletory of Country- 
Weather Rulna Flax. 

Washington. — Farmers contributed 
approximately $21,000,000,000 to the 
wealth of the nation this year In the 
production of grain und other farm 
products, far exceeding any other year 
In the history of the country. Of this 
Immense total the corn crop leads with 
an estimated value of $4,053,672,000. 
The oats crop Is valued at $1,061,427,- 
000; wheat at $848,372,000, and pota- 
toes at $543,865,000. 

Final report on the crops has Just 
been issued by the department of ag- 
riculture, and It showed that with the 
exception of wheat the leading grains 
established records In production. A 
big wheat area was planted, but severe 
winter killing cut down the crop heav- 
ily. Cotton was caught by an early 
frost and suffered a sensational loss 
of approximately 1,000.000 bales from 
early estimates. A late season and 
early frosts hurt the corn crop, but 
more In point of quality than quantity, 
and there Is more soft corn In the 
country this year than ever before. 
1,000,000,000 Bushels In Excess. 
Nearly 1,000.000.000 bushels more 
grain was raised than in 1910. The 
final estimate shows a total production 
of 5.GC6.72S,000 bushels of the five 
leading grains. This coppares with 
4.6SC.253.000 bushels last year, and Is 
close to the record aggregate produc- 
tion In 1915. 

The total wheat yield Is given as 
650,82S,000 bushels, compared with 
636,318.000 bushels last year, and 806,- 
361.000 bushels, the 1911-15 average. 

Corn production Is estimated at 
3459,494,000 bushels, about 31.000.000 
bushels under the preliminary figure 
and compared with 2,566.927,000 bush- 
els raised In 1916. The five-year aver- 
age was 2,754,164,000 bushels and the 
previous bumper crop In 1912 was 
3,124,746,000 bushels. 

The yield of oats was also a record 
one and Is gi veal as 1.587,286,000 bush- 
els, compared with 1.251.837,000 bush- 
els la ^ p o ftr . Jtyie Rfe-y**c average- 
was 14230.499,000 bushels. 

Production of rye Is placed at 00,- 
145,000 bushels, against 48,862,000 
bushels last year and five-year aver- 
age of 41,399.000 bushels. 

The barley crop Is finally estimated 
at 208,975.000 bushels, against 182.309.- 
000 bushels last year. 

The bumper potato crop Is main- 
tained In the final report; In fact the 
figure of 442,336,000 bushels Is a little 
In excess of the preliminary estimate 
and compares with 286,053,000 bushels 
last year. 

Weather Ruins Flax. 
Unfavorable weather conditions ru- 
ined the flax crop and ihe yield Is esti- 
mated at only 8.473,000 bushels, against 
14,290,000 bushels last year. Produc- 
tion of hay was 79.528.000 tons of tame 
and 15,402,000 tons of wild, compared 
with 91,192,000 tons and 19,800,000 
tons respectively iast year. The rice 
crop totaled 30,278.000 bushels, against 
41.982.000 bushels last year. Buck- 
wheat production wa» 17,460.000 bush- 
els, compared with 11.840,000 bushels 
In 1910. The kaflir corn crop wus 75,- 
1 866,000 bushels, against 50,340.000 
bushels last year.

HOSPITALITY IS VIOLATED 



Switzerland Has Suffered From For- 
eign Element as No Other Neutral 
Since War Began — Country ia 
Overrun With Spies. 

Berne.— Switzerland Anally has tak- 
en Initial steps to control the undesir- 
able foreign element from which she 
has suffered as no other neutral coun- 
try since August, 1914. 

New regulations adopted by the fed- 
eral council are Intended to make It 
difficult for the agent of one of the 
warring countries, for the deserter 
from any side, for the foreigner with- 
out obvious, legitimate means of liveli- 
hood and occupation to flock, as here- 
tofore. Into the little country that Is 
trying desperately to maintain an up- 
right neutrality and at the same time 
weather the storm until peace arrives.

Problem for Deeertera. 
There remains the problem of the 
deserters who have managed to flee 
across the boundary from one army or 
another and of the near-deserters, 
tliosfe who have come here with the 
permission of their respective govern- 
ments, and then have declined to re- 
turn.

foreigners must furnish to Swiss diplo- 
matic or consular officials adequate 
reasons for wanting to come here, and" 
that, after arrival, strangers must reg- 
ister with the police of the city or town 
they intend to Inhabit 

Overrun by Undesirables. 
There always has been a daily traf- 
fic between France and Switzerland In 
the neighborhood of Geneva, and be- 
tween Germany and Switzerland near 
Basel, on the part of laborers and oth- 
ers. Many undesirable foreigners have 
smuggled themselves across the bor- 
der and have failed to return. Once in 
Switzerland, they have been able to 
hide because of the lack of control over, 
foreigners. 

That all is to be changed. Every 
person crossing the border at other 
than the ordinary points wtfcre lron- 
elad passports will be required will be 
cumbered. If he falls to return, the 
police will be put upon his trail. He 
will have little chance of escaping, for 
without the right kind of credentials 
he Is unable to obtain bread.
